DAHLIAS 

We  are  listing  only  a  few  of  the  best  dahlias  that  are  grown,  those  we  have  tried  and  found  to  be  worth  while.  We 
do  not  sell  plants,  tubers  only. .  Each  tuber  will  be  true  to  name  and  have  at  least  one  or  more  eyes  showing.  They  should 
be  planted  on  their  sides  with  eye  up,  about  6  inches  deep  in  good  garden  soil  that  has  been  plowed  or  spaded  at  least  10 
inches  deep  as  the  new  tubers  must  have  soft  soil  to  grow  and  expand  in,  which  they  cannot  do  if  the  soil  is  hard.  Do 
not  have  them  fertilized  too  heavily  or  they  will  grow  rank  stalks  and  make  but  few  flowers.  To  grow  extra  large  flowers 
disbud  the  side  shoots.  When  blooms  begin  to  go  by,  cut  them  off  so  more  will  come  along.  Do  not  plant  extra  early, 
June  1st  is  about  right  for  New  England.  NOTE — When  first  planted  cover  about  3  inches  deep  and  as  stalks  grow  fill  up 
with  dirt  to  soil  level.
